Every  Member  a  Missionary 

by  President  J.  Golden  Snow 

IN  the  book  of  Revelations,  Chapter  14  verse  7,  we  find  the  following: 
"And  I  saw  another  angel  flying  in  the  midst  cf  heaven,  having  the 
everlasting  gospel  to  preach  to  them  that  dwell  upon  the  earth,  and  to 
every  nation  and  kindred  and  tongue  and  people,  saying  with  a  loud  voice, 
fear  God  and  give  glory  to  Him  for  the  hour  of  His  judgment  is  come, 
and  worship  Him  who  made  the  heaven  and  earth  and  the  sea  and  foun- 
tains of  water." 

The  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  has  been  restored  and  the  organisation  of 
the  church  set  up  through  the  instrumentality  of  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith. 
As  members  of  the  church  we  have  a  glorious  opportunity  to  assist  in  the 
great  missionary  programme  of  the  church  through  following  the  referral 
programme.  I  quote  from  a  pamphlet1  on  referrals: 

"Of  all  the  aspects  of  the  missionary  program,  it  is  felt  that  the 
referrals  offer  more  potential  for  success  in  increasing  convert  baptisms 
than  any  other  avenue.  One  mission  president  kept  track  of  all  sources  of 
baptism  and  learned  that  over  90%  of  those  baptised  in  the  mission  were 
referred  to  the  missionaries.  A  second  mission  president  found  that  nearly 
84%  of  the  baptisms  in  his  mission  came  from  referrals.  Referrals  are  the 
most  effective  means  for  missionaries  to  find  new  contacts.  It  is  the  one 
avenue  where  all  the  members  can  answer  the  call  of  President  David  O. 
McKay:  "Every  member  a  missionary". 

There  are  four  types  of  referrals :  First,  a  contact  is  recommended 
without  the  use  of  the  name  of  the  person,  making  the  referral.  Second, 
a  contact  is  recommended  for  the  missionaries  to  see  without  the  person 
making  the  referral  being  present.  Third,  the  person  making  the  referral 
invites  the  contact  into  his  home  to  meet  the  missionaries.  Fourth,  the 
person  making  the  referral  invites  the  contact  to  church  as  his  guest,  and 
then  invites  him  to  his  home  to  meet  the  missionaries  for  the  discussions. 
Some  of  these  referrals,  of  course,  are  more  effective  than  others. 

With  the  first  type  of  referral  the  missionaries  are  able  to  baptise  6.7 
per  cent,  of  those  referred.  With  the  second  type,  7.8  per  cent,  are  baptised 
into  the  church.  The  third  type  is  an  excellent  referral  and  is  about  34% 
effective.  In  other  words,  one  out  of  every  three  so  invited  will  join  the 
church.  The  fourth  type  of  referral  is  the  best  referral.  43%  of  those 
invited  first  to  the  church,  and  then  to  our  homes  to  hear  the  missionaries, 
join  the  church.  In  other  words,  almost  one  out  of  two  so  referred  become 
members.  Every  church  member  should  acquaint  himself  with  these  dif- 
ferent types  of  referrals  together  with  their  respective  effectiveness — and 
by  associating  with  us  they  can  feel  of  our  spirits  and  our  desires  to 
share  the  gospel  with  them. 

The  missionary  work  in  all  the  church  organisations  throughout  the 
world  will  be  more  successful  as  the  referral  programme  is  put  into 
operation.  Our  increase  in  conversions  will  be  in  direct  proportion  to  the 
increased  feeling  of  responsibility  and  action  on  the  part  of  every  member 
to  interest  his  friends  and  to  advise  the  missionary  organisation  of  the 
interest." 

We  must  all  remember  the  most  effective  referral  is  where  we  bring 
our  contacts  to  church  first,  then  to  our  homes  for  a  group  meeting. 
Referrals  will  be  the  means  of  motivating  missionary  work  and  can  be 
the  avenues  of  which  all  of  us  can  become  missionaries  in  answer  to  the 
plea  from  our  prophet  and  leader,  President  McKay.

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FEAR 


One  of  the  most  interesting  of 
all  observations  to  be  made  in  con- 
nection with  human  endeavours  lies 
in  an  attempt  to  discover  human 
motivations.  Although  we  all  employ 
logic  to  deduce  what  the  best  course 
of  action  might  be  under  a  given 
set  of  conditions,  we  are  motivated 
to  act  upon  our  deductions,  not  by 
logic,  but  rather  by  a  passion  or  in- 
bred emotion.  We  may  analytically 
conclude  that  gold  may  be  profi- 
tably mined  in  some  particular 
locality,  that  eating  a  balanced  diet 
is  essential  for  good  health,  or  that 
such-and-such  a  course  of  action  is 
best  under  the  circumstances.  But, 
unless  we  had  a  passion,  schooled 
or  otherwise,  for  deriving  profits, 
unless  we  had  a  passion  for  remain- 
ing healthy,  unless  we  had  a  desire 
or  an  inner  feeling  to  try  for  the 
very  best,  we  would  never  be  moved 
an  inch,  in  spite  of  all  our  studious 
and  logical  conclusions.  We  act, 
finally  and  ultimately,  upon  pas- 
sions, and  not  upon  facts. 

And  one  of  the  most  interesting 
of  those  passions  is  the  one  com- 
monly known  as  fear.  The  subject 
of  fear  has  gripped  the  minds — and 
passions — of  myriads  of  writers  and 
psychologists,  as  witnessed  by  the 
scores  of  volumes  available,  deal- 
ing with  this  emotion  and  its  related 
problems.  Not  only  are  books 
written  about  fear  itself,  but  we  find 
books  speaking  on  specific  fears, 
such  as  the  fear  of  being  rejected, 
the  fear  of  the  unknown,  and  the 
fear  of  death.  Someone  has  said  that 
"the  only  thing  we  have  to  fear  is 
fear  itself".1  And  then  people  began 
to  do  just  that,  and  today  we  have 
a  new  fear:  the  fear  of  fear,  or 
phobophobia. 

But  is  there  any  real  place  for 
fear  in  our  lives?  The  answer,  sur- 
prising to  some,  is  obvious  to  others. 
Fear  must  play  a  role  in  our  lives,  it 
we  are  honest  and  sincere  and  serious 
about  our  relationship  before  God. 
It  is  extremely  doubtful  that  fear 
could    be  found   in   any   part   of   a 


perfect  man.  What  should  such  a 
man  fear?  Is  not  perfection  fearless? 
But  it  is  also  extremely  doubtful 
that  any  perfect  man  is  now  alive 
upon  this  earth.  And  it  is  precisely 
as  we  contemplate  our  imperfections, 
that  we  find  occasion  for  this  feeling 
of  apprehension.  "If  thou  prepare 
thy  heart,  and  stretch  out  thine 
hands  toward  Him;  if  iniquity  be 
in  thine  hand,  put  it  far  away,  and 
let  not  wickedness  dwell  in  thy 
tabernacles.  For  then  shalt  thou  lift 
up  thy  face  without  spot;  yea,  thou 
shalt  be  steadfast  and  shalt  not 
fear."2 

But  if  we  labour  in  iniquity,  how 
great  and  deserved  will  be  our  trepi- 
dation. What  man  in  possession  of 
a  belief  in  the  grandeur  of  God  and 
in  a  final  day  of  reckoning,  and  yet 
wallowing  in  the  mire  of  evilness, 
can  fail  to  tremble  when  he  consi- 
ders the  future  which  he  will  some 
day  have  to  live?  What  man,  in 
contemplation  of  the  awful  miseries 
which  the  Lord  describes  as  the 
burning  of  brimstone  and  the  gnash- 
ing of  teeth,  would  not  experience 
some  taste  of  fear,  if  he  were  living 
in  sinfulness?  The  wonder  is  that 
men  can  receive  such  foreboding 
visions  and  yet  continue  to  live  in 
the  sinfulness  that  brought  that 
fear  to  them  in  the  first  place. 

Yet  they  do"  exactly  that.  Because 
tneir  belief,  their  set  of  logical  or 
illogical  statements  concerning  a 
deity,  is  not  combined  with  a  pas- 
sionate motivation,  and  thus  because 
their  belief  fails  to  germinate  and 
blossom  into  full  faith,  they  are 
not  only  able  but  also  content  to 
throw  aside  their  fears  and  con- 
tinue in  their  paths  of  unrighteous- 
ness. 

Others,  a  bit  more  sensitive,  and 
perhaps  more  sensible  as  well,  allow 
the  passion  of  fear  itself  to  become 
their  motivation.  We  may  dispas- 
sionately view  such  a  motivation  as 
being  second-class  or  inferior  to  the

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The  best  things  in  Life 

A  POPULAR  song  of  some  time  back  encouraged  people  to  think  that 
"the  best  things  in  life  are  free".  The  song  enumerated  several 
examples :  the  sunshine,  it  claimed,  was  one  of  these  highly  desirable 
quantities,  and  it  is  free;  the  moon  in  the  evening  is  likewise  free,  the  air 
we  breathe,  the  health  we  enjoy,  and  love  itself  are  free.  But  can  we,  as 
Mormons,  honestly  support  such  a  doctrine? 

Logic  would  hardly  seem  to  support  such  a  teaching — Would  it  be  a 
just  God  who  gave  away  the  best  of  everything  even  to  loafers  and 
reserved  only  second-class  rewards  for  those  who  diligently  laboured  and 
served  Him?  Would  it  be  a  merciful  God  who  would  give  the  best  of 
all  to  the  oppressor,  while  doing  no  more  for  the  oppressed?  Would  an  all- 
wise  Father  give  us  everything  that  is  best,  when  even  an  earthly  father 
knows  things  are  more  appreciated  when  earned? 

What  about  sunshine,  and  health,  and  love  then;  are  they  free?  Sunshine, 
strange  to  say,  has  its  price.  We  must  obey  the  laws  of  the  land  at  least, 
or  they  will  put  us  where  we  cannot  enjoy  this  blessed  light  and  warmth. 
That  at  least  is  part  of  the  price  we  pay  for  sunshine.  Does  health  have 
a  price?  Ask  someone  who  does  not  enjoy  this  blessing  and  see  what  he 
answers.  We  must  eat  well  and  regularly,  we  must  have  sunshine  and 
physical  exercise,  and  we  must  care  for  ourselves  meticulously,  if  we  are 
to  enjoy  this  "free"  gift. 

That  is  all  part  of  its  price.  What  about  love;  is  it  free?  Some  people 
have  such  a  difficult  time  in  obtaining  any  measure  of  love,  that  they  say 
they  cannot  even  buy  it!  But  is  that  true?  Love,  although  easily  and 
naturally  obtained  by  some,  has  its  price  which  we  must  pay.  Some  find 
it  easy  to  pay,  others  find  it  extremely  hard.  Love  comes  to  those  who 
are  honest  and  true;  it  dwells  with  those  who  live  good  lives  and  warms 
those  who  try  to  warn  others.  Love  combines,  among  other  ingredients, 
admiration  and  respect —  and  these  factors  must  be  earned.  Here  again,  a 
price  must  be  paid. 

Is  it  not  true  that  something  worth  having  is  worth  working  for?  If 
you  have  a  dream,  work  for  it  and  soon  it  will  be  yours.  If  you  have  a 
desire  or  wish,  earn  it  by  honest  effort  and,  when  you  receive  it,  no  one 
will  ever  be  able  to  take  it  from  you.  Rather  than  the  best  things  being 
free,  we  find  that  everything  has  its  cost;  something  that  costs  little,  is 
worth  little,  while  something  that  costs  a  lot,  is  worth  a  lot. 

We  find  the  price  of  happiness  is  work  and  devotion.  A  man  had  a 
dream  one  night,  in  which  he  was  walking  in  the  midst  of  many  greenish- 
yellow  reeds.  Whenever  one  of  the  reeds  came  into  contact  with  him,  a 
very  pleasant  sensation  was  experienced,  so  that  it  became  very  desirable 
to  possess  these  stalks  and  to  have  a  supply  nearby  at  all  times.  They 
were  peculiar,  however,  in  that  they  were  very  mobile.  Every  time  the 
man  thrust  his  hand  forth  to  obtain  one,  it  squirmed  away  and  moved 
into  the  distance.  The  harder  the  man  tried,  the  further  off  the  reeds  went — 
always  eluding  his  grasp,  always  getting  further  away.  Finally,  disappointed 
the  man  returned  to  his  work  at  hand,  performing  the  labour  assigned 
to  him.  Suddenly,  from  the  corner  of  his  eye  he  saw  these  stalks  coming 
close  again.  Turning  about,  he  grasped  at  them,  but  they  moved  and 
whirled  so  that  he  always  missed.

This  was  repeated  several  times, 
until  the  man  realised  that  the  best  way  to  obtain  these  reeds  was  to 
ignore  them.  While  he  worked  diligently  about  his  task,  these  reeds 
floated  gently  up  and,  through  time,  became  permanently  attached. 
Upon  awakening  from  this  dream,  the  man  understood  that  this  reed  was 
"happiness"  and  he  knew  now  how  to  obtain  it.  Now  he  knew  its  cost.

/ANCE  again  we  call  attention  to  an  important  aspect  of  our  lives: 
the  assisting  of  our  families  who  have  gone  before  us.  We  need  hardly 
be  reminded  of  Joseph  Smith's  statement  to  the  effect  that  looking  after 
our  ancestors  is  our  most  important  obligation  during  this  life-time,  but 
it  might  be  well  to  reiterate  the  obvious  deduction  therefrom :  without 
seriously  engaging  in  that  work,  we  fail  to  keep  even  this,  our  most  serious 
and  solemn  obligation.  If  we  fail  in  such  a  regard,  can  we  truly  hope  to 
attain  the  highest  realms  and  most  glorious  kingdoms?  Surely  the  answer 
is,  no! 

"It  matters  not  what  else  we  have  been  called  to  do,  or  what  position 
we  may  occupy,  or  how  faithfully  in  other  ways  we  have  laboured  in  the 
Church,  none  is  exempt  from  this  great  obligation.  It  is  required  of  the 
apostle,  as  well  as  the  humblest  elder.  Place,  or  distinction,  or  long  ser- 
vice in  the  Church,  in  the  mission  field,  the  stakes  of  Zion,  or  where  or 
how  else  it  may  have  been,  will  not  entitle  one  to  disregard  the  salvation 
of  one's  dead."1 

The  greatest  and  grandest  duty  of  all  activities  in  which  we  may  be 
engaged  is  to  labour  on  behalf  of  the  dead.2  The  work  which  is  often 
difficult  brings  great  rewards  and  large  measures  of  happiness  and  satis- 
faction. The  self-same  spirit  which  abides  in  great  abundances  within  the 
temples  themselves,  will  abide  with  those  who  perservere  in  the  work  thai 
is  behind  the  temple  ordinances.  Try  it  and  see :  you  will  know  then 
that  this  is  God's  work.

„Maar,"  se  die  prokureur,  ,,hier  is  'n  passasie  uit  die  tiende  hoofstuk 
van  Romeine  wat,  na  my  mening,  vir  jou  moeilik  sal  wees  om  te  ver- 
duidelik.  Dit  lees  soos  volg :  As  jy  met  jou  mond  die  Here  Jesus  bely,  en 
met  jou  hart  glo  dat  God  horn  uit  die  dode  opgewek  het,  sal  jy  gered 
word.  Nou  lyk  dit  dan  vir  my  asof  saligheid  hier  beloof  word  deur  net 
geloof  alleen.  Hoe  verklaar  jy  dit?" 

„Baie  maklik.  Laat  ons  hierdie  stukkie  deeglik  in  al  sy  verskillende  fase 
ondersoek.  In  die  eerste  plek  is  hierdie  brief  deur  Paulus  geskryf  aan 
individue  wat  alreeds  lede  van  die  kerk  was.  Hulle  was  reeds  gehoorsaam 
aan  die  wette  van  saligheid  en  het  voldoen  aan  die  vereistes.  Hulle  was 
dus  geregtig  op  redding  indien  hulle  getuienis  soos  'n  lewende  bron  in 
hulle  sou  bly.

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„Dit  lyk  korrek,"  gee  De  Bruin  toe,  ,,maar  verderaan  in  dicscll'dc 
hoofstuk  vind  ons  hierdie  uitdrukking:  Elkecn  wat  die  naam  van  die  Here 
aanroep,  sal  gercd  word.  Dit  lyk  my  nie  of  hier  vcrwys  word  na  hulle 
wat  die  Evangelic  aangeneem  net  en  hulle  wat  geloof  het  nie,  maar  asof 
saligheid  beloof  word  aan  almal  wat  die  naam  van  die  Here  sal  aanroep. 
Vers  13." 

„Presies.  Maar  die  volgende  vers  gee  'n  verduideliking  so  eenvoudig 
dat  niemand  dit  kan  misverstaan  nie:  Hoe  kan  hulle  Horn  dan  aanroep 
in  wie  hulle  nie  geglo  het  nie?  En  hoe  kan  hulle  in  Horn  glo  van  wie 
hulle  nie  gehoor  het  nie?  En  hoe  kan  hulle  hoor  sonder  een  wat  preek? 

„So  dus,  die  geloof  is  uit  die  gehoor  en  die  gehoor  is  uit  die  woord 
van  God.  Met  ander  woorde,  as  daar  geloof  is,  was  daar  werke,  en  as 
iemand  ware  geloof  het,  sal  hy  nie  in  daardie  staat  bly  sonder  om  te  vol- 
doen  aan  verdere  werke  van  saligheid  waartoe  ware  geloof  horn  aanspoor 
nie." 

„Ek  sien,"  se  De  Bruin  terwyl  die  ander  swyend  maar  vol  belang- 
stelling  bly  sit,  „jy  is  reg." 

„Nou  dan,  menere,"  se  Du  Rand,  „ek  hou  vol  dat  geloof  die  eerste 
beginsel  is  wat  tot  saligheid  lei,  maar  dit  sal  ons  nie  tot  by  die  bopunt 
van  die  Evangelieleer  bring  sonder  die  ander  beginsels  nie." 

,,Wel,  veranderstel  ons  neem  dit  aan  as  die  eerste  sport  van  die  leer — 
waar  sal  ons  die  volgende  een  vind?"  vra  die  dokter. 

,,Die  tweede  volg  net  so  natuurlik  as  wat  die  tweede  voetstap  die 
eerste  volg  wanneer  'n  kind  leer  om  te  loop.  Wanneer  geloof  in  God  eers 
tot  stand  gekom  het,  dan  volg  die  besef  dat  ons  somtyds— soms  menigkeer 
gedurende  ons  lewens — dinge  gedoen  het  wat  Horn  nie  behaag  het  nie, 
heeltemal  natuurlik.  Daarom  maak  berou  sy  verskyning  as  die  tweede 
beginsel  van  die  Evangelie.  Toe  Johannes  as  voorloper  van  Christus  in 
die  woestyn  gepreek  het,  was  sy  boodskap  aan  die  mense :  Bekeer  julle 
want  die  koninkryk  van  die  hemele  het  naby  gekom  (Mat.  3  :  2).  Toe 
Jesus  in  Galilea  gekom  en  die  koninkryk  van  God  gepredik  het,  was  Jit 
'n  boodskap  wat  hulle  tot  bekering  geroep  het  (Markus  1  :  15).  Toe  Hy 
sy  dissipels  gekies  het  en  hulle  begin  uitstuur  het,  was  dit  met  'n  bood- 
skap om  hulle  tot  bekering  te  roep  (Markus  6  :  7  12).  Toe  hy  die  stede 
waar  die  meeste  van  Sy  kragtige  dade  plaasgevind  het,  verwyt  het,  was  dit 
omdat  hulle  hul  nie  bekeer  het  nie  (Mat.  1 1  :  20).  Ware  bekering  is  dit 
wat  maak  dat  hy  wat  gesteel  het,  nie  meer  steel  nie;  dit  wat  verderflike 
mededelings  uit  ons  mond  weer,  dit  wat  maak  dat  ons  ons  lewensweg  so 
beheer  dat  ons  die  Gees  van  God  nie  vertoon  nie,  dit  wat  ons  van  alle 
bitterheid,  venyn,  woede  en  kwaadpratery  bevry,  dit  wat  ons  vriendelik 
teenoor  mekaar  maak,  vol  ontferming  en  vergifnis,  soos  God  ook  in  Chris- 
tus ons  vergewe  het  (Efes.  4  :  28-33).  As  hy  wat  sonde  gedoen  het,  dit  nie 
meer  doen  nie,  dan  het  hy  horn  bekeer  met  daardie  Goddelike  berou  wat 
deur  bekering  tot  verlossing  werk,  en  nie  met  die  van  die  wereld  wat  tot 
die  dood  werk  nie  (II  Kor  :  10).  Wanneer  'n  sondaar  so  tot  bekering  kom. 
dan  is  daar  meer  blydskap  in  die  Hemel  as  oor  neen-en-neentig  regverdiges 
wat  die  bekering  nie  nodig  het  nie  (Luk.  15  :  7).  Dit  dan  is  die  tweede 
sport  in  die  Evangelieleer  volgens  die  plan  wat  die  Meester  aan  ons  gegee 
het,  en  sonder  dit  is  geloof  sonder  enige  noemenswaardige  voordeel." 

,.Jou  redenasie  is  heeltemal  logies  en  juis,"  se  De  Bruin,  ..en  niemand 
kan  fout  vind  met  daardie  lering  nie.  Hierdie  wereld  van  ons  sal  sekerlik 
aangenamer  wees  as  daardie  dinge  nagevolg  word;  en  as  iemand  met  daar- 
die geloof  vervul  is,  en  regte  berou  het.  dan  is  dit  duidelik  dat  hy  geregtig 
is  op  saligheid."

"But",  says  the  churchman,  "is  not  the  resurrection  of  man  a  free  gift 
from  the  Saviour?"  Yes,  it  is.  If  we  look  on  the  limited  scale,  it  appears  *o 
be  free;  just  as  the  sunshine  and  health  and  air  appear  to  be  free  when 
viewed  on  the  limited  scale.  But,  speaking  in  toto,  even  the  resurrection 
has  its  price.  The  reason  the  resurrection  appears  to  be  free,  is  that  you 
have  already  paid  the  price! 

Back  in  the  councils  in  heaven  we  each  decided  to  fight  on  the  Lord's 
side.  We  took  our  stand  and  fought  Lucifer's  plan.  That  was  our  price. 
What  we  purchased  was  the  right  to  take  part  in  God's  plan;  what  the 
others  bought  was  the  right  to  take  part  in  Lucifer's  work.  Part  of  God's 
plan  was  to  clothe  us  with  bodies,  forever.  That  is  why  there  had  to  be 
a  Saviour  and  why  the  resurrection  is  a  necessity :  otherwise  God  would 
have  sold  us  something  to  last  forever  and  then  taken  it  back.  Otherwise 
God  would  be  a  liar  and  His  plan  would  come  to  naught.  We  paid  the 
price  and  we  get  the  goods.  It  is  that  simple. 

Now,  while  we  are  considering  the  cost  of  the  best  things,  perhaps  we 
had  better  determine  what  those  things  really  are.  In  order  to  make  such 
a  determination,  let  us  reason  together.  I  am  sure  that  we  can  agree  the 
best  things  in  this  life  are  those  things  that  will  bring  the  best  conditions 
in  the  final,  eternal  phase  of  our  existence.  And  what  are  those  qualities? 
Honesty,  integrity,  loyalty,  humility,  diligence,  chastity  and  godliness  are 
numbered  among  them.  Others  might  also  be  listed. 

Look  again  at  that  list.  Honesty :  can  not  we  all  work  a  little  harder 
to  achieve  a  greater  measure  of  this  quality?  Could  we  perhaps  be  a  little 
more  honest  with  ourselves?  Integrity:  this  principle  could  win  the  world 
to  the  ways  of  God,  if  only  the  people  who  know  and  speak  of  God 
would  labour  to  develop  their  own  integrity.  Loyalty:  years  ago,  when  a 
severe  trial  was  set,  hundreds  apostatised  from  God's  Kingdom.  When 
another  and  more  severe  test  is  set  in  a  short  while,  shall  even  more 
disclaim  allegiance  and  loyalty?  Humility:  how  hard  it  it  to  obtain  this 
requisite!  Surely  we  must  work  hard  here.  Unlike  the  elusive  happiness, 
humility  demands  that  we  grasp  at  it,  again  and  again.  Diligence: a  very 
close  companion  for  "work",  this  quality  is  absolutely  essential.  Charity : 
the  application  of  love.  All  these  characteristics,  then,  involve  labour: 
they  all  have  their  costs. 

What  about  godliness?  This  is  the  quality  of  being  like  God,  who 
created  the  earth  and  the  heavens  and  "all  that  in  them  are",  who  holds 
the  universe  in  continuance,  who  governs  the  worlds  today,  and  who  shall 
rule  the  worlds  tomorrow.  Godliness  is  imitative  of  the  qualities  of  Him 
who  hath  created  us  and  who  guides  us  and  inspires  us.  It  is  the  attribute 
of  Him  who  spoke  to  the  prophets,  parted  the  Red  Sea.  sent  floods  and 
pestilences,  guided  parties  across  the  many  waters,  sent  His  Son,  visited 
the  earth  personally,  and  pointed  the  way  for  all  mankind.  This  is  god- 
liness; can  we  receive  it  free?  Or  does  it,  by  its  very  nature,  require  an 
expenditure  of  energy?  Does  it  not,  then,  have  its  price  as  well?  Of 
course  it  does! 

There  is  nothing  which  is  both  worth  something  and  costs  nothing.  It 
is  simply  contrary  to  the  economy  of  God.  We  are  judged  by  our  works;  we 
receive  our  rewards,  through  the  mercy  and  kindness  of  God  it  is  true, 
but  only  to  the  degree  of  our  diligence  and  effort  in  this  life.  No  one  has 
gained  greatness  by  lying  asleep;  even  an  enemy  has  worked  to  attain  his 
low  position.  How  much  more  will  our  salvation  cost!  Thinking  that  all 
is  free  is  the  very  doctrine  that  makes  a  devil  out  of  a  son  of  God,  and 
it  would  bring  us  to  the  same  end,  were  it  pursued.  The  best  things  of  all 
are  earned.

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purer  power  of  love.  In  an  aloof  and 
superior  manner,  we  may  well  assign 
llie  fear-based  faith  to  a  subordi- 
nate position.  But  we  cannot  deny 
that  it  is  faith,  that  the  previously 
latent,  powerless  belief  has  been 
transformed  into  an  active,  even 
vital  faith.  A  more  proper  motiva- 
tion, for  gospel  living  is  indeed  love; 
love  of  God.  love  of  mankind,  and 
love  of  righteousness  itself.  This  we 
could  call  the  godly  motivation.  Yet 
the  fact  is  undeniable  that  certain 
people  seem  to  require  the  impell- 
ing force  of  fear  to  begin  the  process 
of  becoming  gospel  —  or  God- 
oriented.  Fear  does  seem  to  fill  a 
needed   role    in   their   lives. 

Those  who  should  fear,  will  fear: 
but  those  who  love,  will  have  no 
need  to  fear.  The  Psalmist  has  sung : 
I  will  not  fear  what  flesh  can  do.' 
And  the  Lord  has  said  to  his 
servants.  Be  of  good  cheer  and  do 
not  fear.'  He  has  promised  us  that, 
if  we  prepare  ourselves,  we  need 
not  fear'  and  again  He  says  that  the 
elimination  of  fear  is  an  essential 
step  in  the  final  revealing  of  His 
glory:  Inasmuch  as  you  strip  your- 
selves from  jealousies  and  fears,  and 
humble  yourselves  before  me,  ..  .  the 
veil  shall  be  rent  and  you  shall  see 
me.6  Who,  then,  already  motivated, 
would  not  be  further  persuaded  to 
adopt  this  new  and  purer  attitude, 
and  reap  thereby  the  greater  bless- 
ing? Who  would  not  be  led  to  praise 
God  for  this  freedom  and  joy? 

There  is  a  solemn  connection 
between  fear  and  reverence,  which 
is  well  attested  in.  the  several  con- 
notations of  the  word  "awful". 
Taken  in  its  purest  form,  this  word 
describes  either  an  object  which  in- 


spires awe  and  deep,  reverential 
respect,  or  else  the  person  who  is 
so  inspired.  But,  because  imperfect 
man  is  apt  to  tremble  with  fear 
when  filled  with  such  awe.  the 
word  has  also  come  to  signify  some- 
thing which  is  terrible  and  fearful, 
something  productive  of  dismay. 
Fear  is  an.  anticipatory  emotion,  and 
a  deep  awesome  feeling  is  some- 
times a  natural  introduction  to 
such  expectations. 

The  word  "fear",  as  it  appears  in 
the  Bible,  has  these  same,  several 
connotations.  We  are  specifically  in- 
structed to  fear  God7  but  certainly 
we  are  not  to  suppose  that  God 
would  have  us  afraid  to  walk  or 
talk  with  him.  for  He  has  often 
called  upon  man  to  do  just  that. 
Rather,  that  fear  so  often  mentioned 
in  the  Bible  is  the  reverence,  the 
hummility,  the  awe-ful  meekness 
with  which  we  properly  approach 
Him. 

Let  us  then  approach  Him  con- 
stantly, lest  we  be  accounted  as 
strangers,  and  do  so  with  this  solemn 
reverence  which  is  deep  respect  and 
devoted  love.  Let  us  cast  off  the 
fear  "that  is  taught  by  the  precept 
of  men"8  and  let  us  realise  as  did 
John  that  "there  is  no  fear  in  love; 
but  perfect  love  casteth  out  fear: 
because  fear  hath  torment.  He  that 
feareth  is  not  made  perfect  in 
love."9

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MISSION    NOTES

On  the  attempts  of 
many  churches  to  combine:  Even 
Satan's  organization,  if  too  divided, 
can  not  stand.  —Elder  Lifferth. 
Speaking  of  finances :  if  you  do  not 
budget,  your  money  controls  you  — 


Elder  de  Wet.  Commenting  on  our 
lack  of  formal  training:  It  takes 
training  to  tell  a  lie,  but  anyone 
can  tell  the  truth  — President  Snow. 
On  missionary  baptisms:  there  is 
no  magic  formula,  but  if  we  follow 
Section  4  (of  the  Doctrine  and 
Covenant)  we  cannot  fail  — Presi- 
dent Whittaker.  Attitudes  and 
appearance:  Light-mindedness  is  a 
sin,  but  cheerfulness  is  a  command- 
ment — Elder  Lifferth.  On  direc- 
tions: Christ  leads,  Satan  misleads 
— President  Snow.  Many  other 
comments  were  also  made  that  will 
have  lasting  effects  on  the  mission- 
aries there  present,  but  these  will 
suffice  to  demonstrate  the  nature 
of  the  things  they  heard  and  noted. 
One  of  the  highlights  of  this  coh- 
vention  for  some  of  the  missiona- 
ries, was  when  they  were  challeng- 
ed to  a  game  of  squash  by  our 
enegetic  Mission  President.
